When Mr. J. C. Watters, presi- 
dent of the Dominion Trades Con- 
gress 64 tife statement that the 
banking interests of Canada, along 
with certain well known public 
men, are the power behind the con- 
scription bill, for the purpose of 
coercing labor after the war, he is 
talking at random and in such 
manner as stamps him an unfit per- 
son to serve as counsellor and guide 
for the forces of labor. 

The man who says conscription 
is unnecessary and that if certain 
other matters concerning the wel- 
fare of the soldiers and their de- 
pendents were attended to there 
would be plenty of enlistment by 
voluntary methods, is either ignor- 
ant or is wilfully misrepresenting 
the situation for ends that are more 
selfish than patriotic. Either there 
must be conscription or Canada 
must be content to drop out of the 
fight. 

Possibly Mr. Watters would be 
satisfied to see this happen; his con- 
duct would so indicate. At any 
rate his statement quoted above is 
unworthy a man of intelligence. 
Capital and labor in Canada will 
never come very close together so 
long as men of the Watters stamp 
are in control of either one side or 
the other. 

There are no doubt many occa- 
sions When labor is justified in its 
suspicions of the moves of politi 
clans and capitalists, but not by 
the wildest flight of imagination 
can this be said to be one of them.

“Captain Arthur Hopkins Tett 
who left Kingston as adjutant of 
the 253rd Queen’s University 
Highlanders under Lieut.-Col. P.

Conscription is Law 


—_—— 


Compulsory Military Service 
has become the law of Canada. 
It will be accepted in most of the 
provinces, without any enthftsi- 
asm, but with a recognition of its 
stern necessity. The men who 
are called upon will, in many in- 
stances, have to make great sacri- 
fices from a worldly point of view 
but they will reflect that it is the 
call of duty and must be obeyed. 
Those who have had no good rea- 
son for remaining at home, except 
their personal reluctance to en- 
counter hardship and danger, will 
feel the bracing effect of legal 
compulsion and will be as fine 
soldiers as anybody else when 
once they have.overcome the in- 
ertia which has hitherto held them 
back. 

As for the noisy remnant who 
misrepresent the province of Que- 
bec, they will be dealt with ade- 
quately in duetime. Let us hope 
that a little further reflection will 
lead them to see that they, like 
all other citizens, must obey the 
call of their country, If they re- 
sist, if they carry out the threat 
of offering viplent opposition to 
the draft, they will discover that 
the powers at the disposal of the 
government are greater than they 
seem to suspect. 

It is evidently the intention of 
the government to proceed to the 
enforcement of the act without 
delay. Nevertheless the call for 
men will not be immediate. The 
setting up of necessary tribunals 
throughout Canada will take some 
time, probably several weeks. It 
will have to be done gradually 
and will, no doubt, be announced 
by proclamation in the various 
military districts when those li- 
able are required to come forward. 

The system adopted in Canada 
is somewhat different from that 
of the United States. Over there, 
all men of military age had to 
register and from the list thus 
secured the selections are made. 
Here there is no preliminary reg- 
istration but all men in the com- 
munity, if within the stated ages 
and classes, are simply considered 
as soldiers and to go 
they are
